The  information  contained  in  this  report  is  also  for 
the  Inmefit  of  the  Local  Government  Hoard  and  the 
Aliddlesex  (’onnty  C'onncil,  so  that  I liaA^e  had  to  include 
certain  statements  of  local  circumstances  and  histories  of 
local  sanitary  questions  which  may  he  perfectly  familiar 
to  the  members  of  yonr  Council.

During  the  past  year  I have  received  the  Annual 
Reports  of  several  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
whose  districts  are  situated  either  in  this  County  or  in 
the  neighbouring  County  of  Surrej^  and  I take  this 
opportunity^  of  thanking  them  for  sending  me  such 
reports. 

In  this  District  the  year  under  review  has  fortu- 
nately been  singularly  uneventful  from  a Public  Health 
point  of  view.  We  have  had  no  outbreak  of  in- 
fectious disease,  only  a few  sporadic  cases  of  that  nature 
being  notified.  The  Death  Rate  has  been  exceptionally 
low,  the  great  majority  of  deaths  being  in  persons  over 
05  years  of  age.  I am  glad  to  report  that  the  Infant 
Mortality  was  nil.  The  other  matters  of  local  interest 
are  that  a new  agreement  has  been  concluded  with  the 
Kingston  Corporation  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  of 
this  District,  and  also  that  an  agreement  has  been 
exchanged  Avith  the  Tohvorth  Joint  Hospital  District 
Board  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

RITE,  AREA,  PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND 
GEXERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  District  is  situated  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  and  is  bordered  on  its  southern  and 
eastern  aspects  by  the  River  Thames.  The  area  is  1,315 
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acres,  within  wliicli  are  contained  80  acres  of  water. 
There  is  a detached  portion  of  the  District  about  three 
acres  in  extent  which  is  situated  about  200  yards  north  of 
llie  north-western  corner  of  the  District.  About  1,100 
acres  are  contained  within  the  Iloyal  Parks  (fbishy  and 
Home  Park),  and  within  a portion  of  the  gardens  belong- 
ing to  the  Palace  at  Hampton  Court. 

The  boundaries  are  as  follows:  — 

On  the  North. — The  Urban  District  of  Teddington. 

On  the  West. — The  Urban  District  of  Hampton. 

On  Hie  East  and  South. — The  Eiver  Thames,  which 
separates  it  from  the  Borough  of  Kingston-on- 
Thames,  the  Urban  District  of  Surbiton,  the 
Parishes  of  Long  Ditton  and  Thames  Ditton, 
and  the  Turban  District  of  East  Molesey,  all  of 
these  places  being  within  the  County  of  Surrey. 

In  my  last  report  I mentioned  that  the  upper  island 
in  the  Eiver  Thames  oft  Thames  Ditton  was  shown  as 
belonging  to  the  Parish  of  Hampton  Wick  in  the 
Ordnance  Survey  of  1894-189G.  I pointed  out  the  error 
to  the  Ordnance  Survey  Office  at  Southampton.  They 
thanked  me  for  my  communication,  and  admitted  that 
according  to  their  records  the  island  was  part  of  the 
Parisli  of  Ham])ton.  The  error  will  be  corrected  at  the 
coming  revision  of  the  })lans  of  Middlesex  and  Surrey. 

The  District  is  co-terminous  with  the  Parish,  but 
not  with  the  Postal  District  of  Hampton  Wick.  This 
contains  part  of  South  Teddington,  and  excludes  that 
part  of  the  District  known  as  Hampton  Court. 

The  surface  of  the  District  is  almost  flat  and  the  soil 
is  gravelly.  The  village  lies  from  25  to  81  feet  above 
ordnance  datum.  The  level  of  the  Eiver  Thames  is  con- 
trolled by  locks,  and  its  normal  level  is  about  16  feet 
above  ordnance  datum  off  Hampton  Wick. 
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Tlie  rainfall  during  tlie  year  was  ratlier  liig'li,  and 
in  December  tlie  river  rose  5 feet  3 indies  above  snmnier 
level.  This  flood  did  not  inconvenience  the  District. 
Tlie  following  is  a list  of  floods  wliicli  have  occurred  in 
ibis  llistrict  in  recent  years:  —

1 am  indebted  to  Mr.  Burgoine  for  the  information 
regarding  the  heights  of  the  floods. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a flood  has  to  be  from  8 to  10  feet 
high  to  affect  the  District  to  any  ai)preciable  extent,  but 
in  1894  the  pumping  of  the  sewage  was  seriously  affected, 
the  ejectors  not  working  properly.  The  only  parts  of  the 
District  liable  to  be  affected  by  ordinary  floods  are  the 
Barge  Walk  with  the  Allotment  (Irounds,  and  possibly 
parts  of  Old  Bridge  Street. 

Jly  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Shorter,  a gentleman  living 
in  the  village,  1 have  been  enabled  to  aj)pend  an  account 
of  the  rainfall  for  this  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  total 
depth  was  28‘49  inches.  This  is  high,  as  the  average 
rainfall  on  the  eastern  side  of  Great  Britain  is  from  20 
to  28  inches. 

The  rainiest  months  were  July  and  December,  the 
total  depth  of  the  latter  month  being  3*73  inches.  The 
greatest  rainfall  in  the  24  hours  was  on  July  18th.  The 
number  of  days  on  which  *01  or  more  inches  fell  was  181. 
March  and  September  were  the  driest  months,  the  latter 
month  being  credited  with  only  three  days  on  which  rain 
fell. 
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Tlie  District  is  a subiirl)  of  London,  in  which  town 
a largo  proportion  of  the  population  have  their  occupa- 
tion. 


INHABITED  HOUSES. 

On  June  30th,  1910,  the  niimher  of  inhabited  houses 
amounted  to  554.  Two  new  houses  have  been  built  and 
occupied  during  the  year,  and  several  others  are  being 
built  on  the  site  of  cottages  pulled  down  by  the  Tramway 
Company  in  1903.  Several  houses  built  last  year  have 
been  occupied,  and  this  accounts  for  the  estimated  in- 
crease in  the  population.  There  are  still  many  unoccu- 
pied houses  in  the  District. 

POPULATION. 

I estimate  the  population  of  the  District  at  2,770 
persons.  This  number  is  arrived  at  by  multipljdng  the 
average  number  of  persons  living  in  each  house  at  the 
time  of  the  last  Census  by  the  number  of  occupied  houses 
at  the  end  of  June,  1910.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see 
how  far  this  estimate  differs  from  the  actual  enumerated 
number  which  Avill  be  obtained  next  April  when  the 
Census  of  1911  will  be  taken. 

In  the  following  table  is  given  the  enumerated  popu- 
lation at  the  date  of  the  Census  for  the  years  1881,  1891, 
1901,  and  the  estimated  population  for  the  year  1910. 
The  Census  figures  refer  to  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
whilst  the  estimate  refers  to  the  middle  of  the  year.

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It  will  be  observed  that  an  nnnsnally  large  propor- 
tion of  tlie  deaths  occurred  in  persons  whose  ages  were 
()5  years  or  over.  Only  two  deaths  were  credited  to  per- 
sons under  25  years  of  age,  and  the  Infantile  Mortality 
was  nil. 

The  cause  of  death  which  again  heads  the  list  is 
Diseases  of  the  Heart.  This  cause  is  indirectly  affected 
by  Public  Health  legislation,  as  many  cases  of  Heart 
Disease  have  their  origin  in  some  infectious  complaint. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

No  death  occurring  in  an  infant  under  one  year  of 
age  was  registered  during  the  year.  This  is  most  excep- 
tional, and  when  one  considers  that  only  one  such  death 
was  registered  in  1909,  the  fact  must  be  considered  most 
satisfactory.

The  following  factors  may  to  some  extent  account 
for  the  very  low  Infantile  Mortality  which  has  prevailed 
in  this  District  during  the  past  two  years:  — 


(1)  The  absence  of  a great  amount  of  poverty. 

(2)  The  fact  that  the  large  majority  of  infants  born 
in  the  District  are  breast  fed. 

(3)  The  fact  that  there  is  a Village  Nurse  who  attends 
to  many  mothers  after  their  confinement  and  to 
the  infants  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
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Practitioner  in  attendance.  She  is  also  available 
for  cases  of  illness  which  are  not  of  an  infections 
nature. 

(4)  The  fact  that  there  were  no  great  extremes  of  heat 
and  cold  during  the  past  Pro  years. 

The  jS’otification  of  Births  Act  has  not  been  adopted 
in  this  District.  I may  here  adjcl  that  I consider  it  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  study  of  Infantile  Mortality 
Pates  and  of  Birth-Pates  if  still-births  were  notifiable. 
This  should  be  carried  out  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
cemetery  to  which  the  body  of  the  still-born  child  is 
taken.

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  diseases,  compulsorily  notifiable  under  the  In- 
fectious Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889,  are  Small-Pox, 
Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Scarlet  Fever 
or  Scarlatina,  and  the  fevers  known  as  Typhus,  Typhoid 
or  Enteric,  P elapsing’.  Continued  and  Puerperal.  Since 
1909  Piilmonai’}'  Tuberculosis  if  occurring  in  paupers  is 
comi)ulsorily  notifiable,  and  is  voluntarily  notifiable  if 
occurring  in  other  persons  lesiding  in  this  District. 


Such  notifications  are  sent  to  me  by  the  Medical 
Practitioner  in  attendance,  and  they  have  since  the  year 
1904  been  communicated  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
every  week.  The  General  Order  issued  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  December  L3th,  1910,  further 
enacts  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  forward  a 
return  as  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  to  him  during  the  week  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  It 
also  enacts  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  notify 
to  the  liocal  Government  Board  forthwith  any  case  of 
Plague,  Cholera  and  Small-Pox  occurring  in  the  District. 


This  Order  comes  into  force  in  January,  1911.  I am 
then  supplied  with  a weekly  summary  of  returns  as  to 
cases  of  certain  specified  infectious  diseases  notified  in 
England  and  Wales,  and  this  may  prove  an  efiicient 
factor  in  tracing  the  source  of  an  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease.  Nine  notifications  were  received  during  the 
j^ear ; one  case  of  Pulmonarj^  Tuberculosis  in  a pauper 
being  doubly  notified.  There  were  four  cases  of  Diph- 
theria, one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  case  of  Erysipelas, 
and  two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  None  of  these 
cases  proved  fatal. 
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SxMALI,-P0X  AND  YaCCINATION. 

Small-Pox  lias  been  absent  from  this  part  of  the 
County  since  1903,  and  in  consequence  there  has  been  a 
yearly  increase  in  the  number  of  children  exempted  from 
A^accination  by  “ Conscientious  Objection  ” certificates. 
During  the  year  1910  twenty-four  children  AA^ere 
primarily  A'accinated  and  nine  children  AA'ere  exempted. 
This  giA^es  a percentage  of  27 '4  uiiA^accinated  infants  in 
1910,  as  against  13'5  in  1909.  Pe-Auiccination  is  prac- 
tically non-existent  in  this  District  at  the  present  time. 
I am  afraid  a large  proportion  of  the  population  of  this 
District  is  inadequately  protected  against  Small-Pox, 
and  until  another  epidemic  arises  the  proportion  is  cer- 
tain to  shoAA^  a yearly  increase. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

One  case  aauis  notified  from  a Scattered  Home  belong- 
ing to  the  Guardians  of  the  Kingston  Hnion.  The  child, 
AA'lio  Avas  at  once  renioA^ed  to  ToIaa  orth  Isolation  Hospital 
by  the  Guardians,  had  attended  a school  in  another  dis- 
trict. I informed  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that 
district. 


Diphtheria. 

Four  cases  Avere  notified  : tAvo  in  July  and  tAA'o  in 
December.  Three  of  these  Avere  in  children,  none  of 
AA'hom  attended  the  Public  Elementary  Schools.  In 
December  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Teddington 
informed  me  that  a child  resident  in  Teddington,  and 
AA'lio  had  attended  the  Infants’  School  in  this  District, 
AA'as  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  His  brothers,  aaJio 
attended  the  Boys’  School,  Avere  excluded.  About  the 
same  time  two  other  children,  one  of  Avhoni  attended  the 
Infants’  School  and  the  other  the  Boys’  School,  dcA^eloped 
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sore  tliroats  of  a suspicious  nature.  One  of  these  cases 
was  injected  with  Anti-toxin.  Both  cases  were  swabbed, 
but  in  neither  could  the  Diphtheria  Bacillus  be  found. 
The  following’  table  o'ives  the  particulars  of  these  cases  : 


"Jhvo  of  the  above-mentioned  cases  resided  in 
Teddington. 
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lu  two  liouseliolds  prophylactic  injections  of  Anti- 
toxin Serum  were  undertaken  in  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  in  one  case  at  your  CounciPs 
expense.  The  Infants’  School  was  disinfected  in  the 
beginning  of  December. 

On  the  15th  of  August,  1910,  the  Local  Government 
Board  issued  an  Order,  known  as  The  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910,”  the  main 
provisions  of  which  deal  with  the  supply  of  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin  vSerum  to  poor  persons  and  with  medical  assist- 
ance in  connection  with  the  supply  of  such  Serum.  In 
December,  1910,  the  County  Medical  Officer  addressed  a 
series  of  questions  to  me  with  the  object  of  finding  out 
the  methods  adopted  in  this  District  for  the  carrying  out 
of  this  Order.  I here  append  a list  of  the  questions  and 
the  answers  I gave  to  them  : — 

Has  the  District  Council  made  arrangements  for  the 
supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  to  Medical  Practitioners? 

Yes.  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  can  always  be  had 
on  application  to  me. 

State  the  arrangements  which  have  been  made  for — 

(a)  Keeping  the  Anti-toxin. 

I always  keep  a stock  of  from  6,000  to  8,000 
units.  More  can  be  ordered,  if  necessary, 
in  a few  hours. 

{h)  Distributing  the  Anti-toxin. 

The  Anti-toxin  is  fetched  from  my  house  when 
required  by  the  Medical  Practitioner  in 
charge. 

(c)  Use  of  the  Anti-toxin 

(1)  For  curative  purposes. 

(2)  For  prophylactic  purposes. 

Anti-toxin  used  both  for  curative  and  pro- 
phylactic purposes. 
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Have  all  medical  practitioners  been  informed  of  tlie 
arrangements  and  wliere  tlie  Anti-toxin  supplied  by  the 
local  authority  can  be  obtained? 

All  Medical  Practitioners  living  in  the  District 
have  been  informed,  and  those  likely  to 
have  poor  patients  in  the  District  and  who 
liA^e  outside  the  District  have  been  informed. 

Does  the  local  authority  provide  for  the  bacterio- 
logical examination  free  of  charge — 

(u)  Of  persons  suspected  of  having  Diphtheria? 
Yes. 

(h)  Of  contacts  (including  school  cliildren),  witli  a 
view  to  the  discovery  of  ‘‘carrier”  cases? 

Yes,  but  the  wholesale  examination  of  throats  of 
school  children  has  not  been  discussed  by 
the  Council. 

(c)  If  so,  by  whom  is  the  bacteriological  examination 
carried  out? 

The  Clinical  Research  Association. 

This  order  entails  the  following  duties  ; — 

(1)  Obtaining  the  Anti-toxin  Serum.  ^ 

(2)  Storing  a proper  supply  of  Anti-toxin  Serum  in  a 
suitable  place. 

(d)  Distributing  the  Anti-toxin  Serum. 

(4)  Medical  Assistance  which  entails:  — 

(n)  Keeping  Anti-toxin  syringes  in  proper  repair 
and  ready  for  immediate  use. 

(h)  Keeping  arrangements  for  sterilising  such 
syringes. 

(r)  Injecting  the  Serum  into  persons  who  are 
suffering  from  Diphtheria,  or  who  have  been 
in  contact  with  a case  of  Diphtheria. 

The  chief  danger  in  this  disease  occurs  when  a 
patient  is  seen  for  the  first  time  by  a medical  man  after 


siicli  patient  lias  been  ill  for  three  or  four  days.  In  a bad 
case  this  delay  may  lead  to  a fatal  result,  as  the  earlier 
in  the  disease  the  Serum  is  injected  the  better.  I usually 
advise  a dose  of  4,000  units  of  the  serum  to  be  injected 
into  a patient  suffering  from  the  disease.  Much  larger 
doses  may  have  to  be  injected  in  virulent  cases.  500  to 
1,000  units  suffice  for  the  prophylactic  injection  of  con- 
tacts. 


Enteric  Fever  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

Xo  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas. 

One  case  was  notified  as  against  four  cases  last  year. 

Plague. 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  Plague  in  Suffolk  last 
Autumn,  I received  a Memorandum  on  Plague  from  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  a Leaflet  on  the  Destruc- 
tion of  Rats  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  It  appears  that  Plague  is  a disease  of  rats 
which  incidentally  and  occasionally  attacks  man.  Fleas 
form  the  intermediaries  between  the  diseased  rat  and 
man.  Therefore  if  the  fleas  of  infected  rats  are  excluded 
from  access  to  human  beings.  Plague  will  seldom,  if 
ever,  spread  from  animals  to  man.  At  the  time  I made 
enquiries  as  to  whether  there  had  been  any  undue  mor- 
tality among  rats  in  this  District,  but  found  that  nothing 
of  the  sort  had  been  observed. 

P U LMON AR Y T UBER C U LO  S I S . 

Three  pauper  notifications  were  received.  One  was 
received  from  the  District  Medical  Officer  and  referred  to 
a girl,  aged  11  years,  living  in  one  of  the  Scattered 
Homes  belonging  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Kingston 
Union.  The  girl  was  removed  to  the  Infirmary  and  her 
room  was  disinfected.  The  case  was  re-notified  to  me  by 
the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Infirmary.  The 
other  case  was  notified  from  the  Infirmary.  It  was  a man 
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who  previously  had  resided  in  Hampton  Wick.  He  had 
also  been  notified  in  1909.  No  voluntary  notification  was 
received,  but  two  persons  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
this  disease  had  their  sputum  examined  at  the  expense 
of  your  Council,  but  in  both  cases  the  result  was  negative. 
The  sputum  of  suspected  cases  should  be  examined  at  the 
very  least  three  times  at  varying  intervals  as,  even  if 
such  persons  are  suffering  from  this  disease,  positive 
results  are  not  always  obtained.  No  death  due  to 
Phthisis  or  other  Tuberculous  disease  was  registered 
during  the  year.  I do  not  think  many  persons  residing 
in  this  District  suffer  from  this  disease. 

NON-NOTiriA13LE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Very  few  cases  of  these  diseases  came  under  my 
notice  during  the  year.  One  case  of  Whooping  Cough 
was  notified  to  me  by  one  of  the  teachers  at  the  Public 
Elementary  Schools. 

Influenza. 

There  were  several  cases  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  Two  deaths  were  primarily  ascribed  to  this  com- 
plaint. 

Cancer. 

One  death  was  registered  as  against  five  last  year. 
Rooms  which  have  been  occupied  by  persons  suffering 
from  this  complaint  should  be  disinfected. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  WITH 
A VIEW  TO  CONTROLLING  ITS  SPREAD. 

As  previously  mentioned,  since  the  year  1904  each 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  has 
forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  each  week,  on 
forms  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  number  of 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  his  area  as  suffer- 
ing from  each  of  the  complaints.  These  were  at  once 
compiled  and  i)rinted,  and  the  results  were  immediately 
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sent  out  to  eacli  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  was  able 
to  note  any  undue  prevalence  of  infection  in  an  adjoin- 
ijig  district.  In  the  case  of  this  District,  this  scheme 
was  only  of  partial  benefit,  as,  although  I Avas  able  to 
note  the  number  of  cases  in  the  two  adjoining  Middlesex 
districts,  I had  no  knoAvledge  of  the  nature  and  preA^a- 
lence  of  Infectious  disease  in  the  four  adjoining  districts 
situated  in  the  County  of  Surrey.  This  Avill  be  obviated 
in  the  coming  year,  as  then  by  Art.  XIX.,  Section  13, 
of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Order  of  1910, 
eA^ery  Medical  Officer  of  Health  throughout  England  and 
AVales  has  to  notify  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  and  their  nature  both  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  every  Aveek  on 
special  forms  AAdiich  are  provided.  These  are  compiled 
and  printed,  and  each  Medical  Officer  of  Health  receives 
the  results  in  the  course  of  the  folloAAung  Aveek. 

The  above  notifications  only  include  notifiable  infec- 
tious disease,  and  to  supplement  this  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  in  Middlesex  receive  notifications  of  disease, 
not  compulsorily  notifiable,  from  School  Teachers.  How 
such  notification  is  carried  out  Avas  fully  set  out  in  my 
last  report.  I have  received  during  the  year  six  such 
notifications,  the  details  of  Avhich  are  as  folloAvs  : —

No  special  action  Avas  taken  in  any  of  the  aboA’e  cases 
except  that  the  Infants’  School  AA’as  disinfected  after  the 
case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified.  In  addition  I have

Teacher  on  four  occasions  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
which  came  under  mv  notice,  and  where  contacts  had  to 
he  excluded  from  school.

In  the  case  of  the  Kingston  Schools  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Kingston  was  notified  and  not  the 
School  Teacher. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  IN 
CONNECTION  WITH  TNEECTIOHS  DISEASE. 

The  value  of  bacteriological  examination  in  connec- 
tion with  the  occurrence  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  as  an 
aid  especially  in  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  preventing  the 
spread  of  disease,  is  now  well  recognised.  The  diseases 
to  which  this  means  of  diagnosis  is  chiefly  useful  are 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Consumption. 
Tjast  year  your  Council  entered  into  an  arrangement  with 
the  Clinical  Research  Association  to  undertake  such  work. 
During  the  year  four  specimens  were  examined  for  the 
Tubercle  Bacillus  with  negative  results,  and  six  speci- 
mens for  the  Diphtheria  or  Klebs  Loffler  Bacillus  with 
one  positive  result.  Since  October  the  Association  has 
made  a substantial  reduction  in  the  charges  for  such 
examinations. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

For  some  years  past  your  Council  has  had  an 
arrangement  with  Hampton  by  which  four  patients  can 
be  sent  into  the  Hampton  Isolation  Hospital  provided  the 
beds  are  not  needed.  In  addition  in  April,  1910,  an 
agreement  with  the  Tolworth  Joint  Hospital  District 
Board  was  exchanged,  and  patients  from  this  District 
can  also  be  sent  there.  These  two  hospitals  accommodate 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Enteric  Fever. 
They  are  connected  with  the  telephone,  and  are,  there- 
fore, easily  communicated  with.  During  the  year  one 
case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  sent  to  the  Tolworth  Hospital, 
but  as  it  occurred  in  one  of  the  Scattered  Homes  belong- 
ing to  the  Guardians  of  the  Kingston  ITnion,  it  was  not 
sent  there  at  your  Council’s  expense. 

This  District  has  an  arrangement  with  15  other  dis- 
tricts situated  in  Middlesex  for  provision  for  isolation  of 
cases  of  Small-Pox  at  South  Mimms.  This  hospital  is 
known  as  the  Clare  Hall  Small-Pox  Hospital.  I under- 
stand that  it  is  shortly  to  be  connected  with  the  telephone 
so  that  then  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  communi- 
cating with  it  should  there  be  any  necessity. 

An  enquiiy  was  held  last  September  for  the  purpose 
of  extending  the  functions  of  the  Joint  Small-Pox  Hos- 
pital Board  to  include  the  provision,  maintenance,  and 
management  of  hospital  accommodation  for  the  recep- 
tion of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

I consider  it  would  be  better  to  postpone  this  ques- 
tion for  some  years.  At  the  present  time  it  appears  to 
me  dangerous  to  limit  the  accommodation  for  Small-Pox 
in  view  of  the  possibility  of  an  outbreak  in  the  near 
future. 

OTHER  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Teddington  and  Hampton  Wick  Cottage  Hos- 
pital situated  in  Teddington  admits  such  cases  of  illness 
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as  are  ordinarily  dealt  with  in  General  Hospitals.  A few 
cases  of  Enteric  Fever  can  be  treated  there.  Admission 
is  by  subscriber’s  letters.  The  hospital  contains  25  beds. 


CONVALESCENT  HOME. 

Acting  on  my  suggestion,  the  Hampton  Wick  Parish 
Lands  Trustees  have  obtained  two  letters  for  the  All 
Saints’  Convalescent  Hospital  for  Adults  and  the  Hospital 
for  Children,  Eastbourne.  Such  a letter  admits  a patient 
free  for  three  weeks.  Most  cases  of  convalescence  after 
illness  are  eligible,  but  the  following  are  ineligible : — 

(1)  Boys  of  14  and  15  and  children  under  two  years 
of  age. 

(2)  Cases  attended  with  profuse  and  offensive  dis- 
charge. 

(3)  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

(4)  Persons  recovering  from  Small-Pox,  Scarlet 
Fever,  or  from  any  Contagious  Disease. 

(5)  Persons  subject  to  attacks  of  Mania,  Melancholia 
or  Epilepsy. 

(6)  Persons  of  immoral  character. 

(7)  Persons  previously  guilty  of  misconduct  in  the 
hospital. 

(8)  Persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

(9)  Persons  seeking  re-admission  within  12  months. 

These  letters  are  only  intended  for  persons  resident 
in  this  District,  and  it  is  hoped  thej^  will  be  appreciated. 

SANATORIUM  FOR  CONSUMPTION. 

Various  schemes  have  been  put  forward  from  time  to 
time  to  either  establish  a Sanatorium  for  Consumptives 
resident  in  Middlesex  or  for  Public  Bodies  to  maintain 
beds  in  existing  vSanatoria.  Three  such  schemes  have 
been  brought  under  my  notice  during  the  year. 
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(a)  A sclieme  to  convert  part  of  tlie  Small-Pox  Hos- 
pital at  South  Mimms  into  a sanatorinm  for  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis. 

iO)  A scheme  to  found  a Sanatorium  in  Middlesex  as 
a County  Memorial  to  Kin^  Edward  VII. 

(t?)  An  invitation  from  the  National  Sanatorium 
Association  at  Benenden  in  Kent  to  District 
Councils  to  endow  beds  at  that  institution  at  a 
cost  of  £78  per  bed  per  annum.  The  last-named 
institution  encourages  members  of  a Trade 
Union  or  Friendly  Society  as  patients. 

As  mentioned  under  the  heading  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  Voluntary  Notification,  although  in  force 
in  this  district,  has  not  yet  been  taken  advantage  of. 
When  it  is,  then  will  be  the  time  to  consider  the  question 
of  contributing  to  the  support  of  sanatoria. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  method  in  use  consists  in  burning  Sulphur  in 
infected  rooms.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Sani- 
tary Committee  considered  the  question  of  using  Formalin 
for  this  purpose  instead  of  Sulphur.  I presented  a report 
to  the  Committee  advising  the  use  of  a Formalin  Sprayer. 
The  initial  cost  of  the  sprayer  I recommended  came  to 
about  five  guineas.  The  fluid  used  for  this  purpose  costs 
12s.  6d.  a gallon.  The  amount  of  fluid  used  in  disinfect- 
ing a room  1,500  cubic  feet  in  area  would  be  about  six 
ounces,  which  would  cost  about  5Jd.  The  operation  is 
much  easier  and  quicker  than  the  Sulphur  method,  and  is 
claimed  to  be  more  efficacious.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
disinfection  of  large  rooms,  such  as  School  Booms,  would 
be  more  effectually  carried  out  by  this  method.  The  Com- 
mittee, however,  decided  to  postpone  the  matter  for  the 
present. 

We  have  no  disinfecting  apparatus.  Infected  linen, 
bedding  and  articles  of  that  nature  are  steeped  in  a solu- 
tion of  Izal. 
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MIDWIYES  ACT,  1902. 

There  are  several  women  residing  in  this  District 
who  are  certified  midwives,  but  to  the  best  of  my  belief 
not  one  of  them  practises  as  a midwife.  The  midwives 
practising  in  this  District  mostly  reside  in  the  County  of 
Surrey.  Medical  assistance  was  required  on  two  occa- 
sions in  cases  attended  by  midwives;  once  for  Detained 
Placenta  and  once  for  White  Leg. 

HOFSING. 

In  company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  I made 
systematic  inspections  of  the  District  at  various  times 
during  the  year.  The  houses  are  nearly  all  in  fair  repair 
and  fit  for  habitation.  The  exceptions  will,  no  doubt, 
deserve  the  consideration  of  your  Council  during  the  ensu- 
ing year.  The  chief  defects  were  found  outside  the 
liouses  and  concerned  water  closets,  drain  pipes,  and  ash- 
pits. In  the  case  of  water  closets  the  flush  is  apt  to  get 
out  of  order,  the  seats  occasionally  get  broken,  and  the 
pans  have  been  found  to  be  cracked.  Damp  walls  caused 
by  broken  drain  pipes  were  found  in  some  houses.  These 
defects  were  always  quickly  remedied  on  representation 
])eing  made  to  the  owners.  I am  glad  to  say  that  brick 
ash-pits  are  gradually  disappearing,  their  place  being 
taken  by  Sanitary  Dustbins.  Xo  action  was  taken  during 
the  year  under  Parts  I.,  IT.,  and  III.  of  the  Housing  of 
the  Working  Classes  xVct.  Xo  case  of  overcrowding  came 
under  my  notice  during  the  year. 

Xew  regulations  were  issued  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Hoard  on  Se])tember  2nd,  1910,  under  Section  17  (1) 
of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act  of  1909,  known 
as  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910. 
The  chief  features  in  these  regulations  are  as  follows  ; — 
(1)  Provision  for  thorough  inspection  from  time  to  time 
of  dwelling-houses  or  localities  in  the  District  car- 
ried out  by  the  Imcal  xVuthority  as  ])art  of  their 
procedure. 
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(2)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  prepare  lists  of 
dwelling-houses,  the  early  inspection  of  which  is 
in  his  opinion  desirable. 

(3)  The  following  matters  to  be  considered  when 
inspecting  dwelling-houses  : — 

{a)  The  arrangements  for  preventing  the  con- 
tamination of  the  water  supply. 

(6)  Closet  accommodation. 

(c)  Drainage. 

{d)  The  condition  of  the  house  in  regard  to  light, 
the  free  circulation  of  air,  dampness,  and 
cleanliness. 

(e)  The  paving,  drainage,  and  sanitary  condition 
of  any  yard  or  out-houses  belonging  to  or 
occupied  with  the  dwelling-house. 

(/)  The  arrangements  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  and 
ashes. 

{g)  The  existence  of  any  room  which  would  in 
pursuance  of  Sub-Section  (7)  of  Section  17  of 
the  Act  of  1909  be  a dwelling-house  so 
dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation. 

(h)  Any  defects  in  other  matters  which  may  tend 
to  render  the  dwelling-house  dangerous  or  in- 
jurious to  the  health  of  an  inhabitant. 

(4)  Records  to  be  kept  and  to  contain  certain  specified 
information. 

(5)  Records  to  be  considered  at  each  meeting  as  far  as 
may  be  necessary. 

Your  Council  have  appointed  a Sub-Committee  to 
deal  specially  with  this  question,  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  carry  out  these  regulations  in  an  efficient 
manner,  commencing  in  1911.  In  my  report  of  last  year, 
I enumerated  the  cottages  in  the  District  which  were 
occupied  by  the  Working  Classes,  and  in  view  of  the 
above-mentioned  regulations  I now  repeat  the  list  in  this 
year’s  report.

TENEMENT  HOFSES  OR  HOFSES  LET  IN 
LODGINGS. 

There  is  one  such  house  in  the  District.  It  contains 
a basement  and  two  stories. ' The  yard  has  stabling 
accommodation  which  is  in  use.  It  is  a large  house  and 
six  families  live  in  it.  There  are  five  suites  containing 
two  rooms  each  and  one  containing  one  room,  the  latter 
being  occupied  by  one  person.  The  rooms  are  very  large, 
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and  there  is  no  overcrowding'.  The  water  supply  is 
peculiar,  the  upper  part  of  the  honse  being  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  and  the  base- 
ments and  stables  with  nnfiltered  water  from  the  Long- 
ford River. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOLSES. 

There  is  one  in  the  District.  It  was  inspected 
periodically,  and  the  arrangements  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  An  application  was  sent  in  to  yonr  Council 
in  the  summer  to  convert  a large  wooden  house  now 
empty,  and  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  village,  into  a 
Common  Lodging  Honse.  I insi:)ected  the  premises,  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  they  were  not  suitable  for  such 
purposes.  I made  a report  to  that  effect  to  your  Council, 
but  in  the  meantime  the  application  was  withdrawn. 


WATER  SHRPLY. 

There  are  four  sources  of  Water  Supply  in  this 
District. 

(1)  The  Metropolitan  Water  Board.  Nearly  all  the 
houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  from  this 
source. 

(2)  Well  Water.  A few  houses  have  both  well  water 
and  water  from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board. 
There  are  about  20  houses,  exclusive  of  those  in 
the  Royal  Parks,  Avhich  are  supplied  with  well 
water  alone. 

(•3)  Eiltered  water  from  the  Imugford  River  supplied 
by  Hampton  Court  Palace  ui)  to  October,  1910. 

(4)  Unfiltered  water  from  a pond  in  the  pheasantry  in 
Bushy  Park  through  which  the  Longford  River 
runs.  This  water  is  not  intended  to  be  used  for 
drinking  purposes. 
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As  an  account  of  the  Longford  lliver  Water  Supply 
has  not  been  given  in  any  previous  report,  I am 
describing  the  history  of  this  source  of  supply 
at  some  length  here.  According  to  Mr,  Law  in 
his  “ History  of  Hampton  Court  Palace,”  King 
Charles  the  First,  on  the  26th  of  September,  1638, 
directed  a commission  to  certain  persons  to  consider  how 
part  of  the  waters  of  the  River  Colne  might  be  taken  over 
Hounslow  Heath  into  the  Parks  at  Hampton  Court.  The 
object  the  King  had  in  view  was  probably  the  bringing  of 
water  to  the  ponds  in  the  parks  and  the  fountains  in  the 
gardens,  and  perhaps  a supply  of  drinking  w^ater  to  the 
Palace  additional  to  that  derived  from  Cardinal  Wolsey’s 
conduits  at  Coombe  Hill.  It  was  finished  in  the  year 
1639,  and  has  from  1876,  Avhen  the  Coombe  Water  vSupply 
was  discontinued,  until  October,  1910,  been  the  only 
source  of  drinking  water  for  the  Palace  and  several  houses 
in  the  vicinity.  The  River  Colne  rises  a few  miles  north 
of  St.  Albans,  and  after  a course  of  some  thirty  miles 
falls  into  the  River  Thames  near  Staines.  It  passes 
ihrough  the  towns  of  St.  Albans,  Watford,  Rickmans- 
worth,  Uxbridge,  West  Drayton,  and  Colnebrook.  Just 
before  arriving  at  Colnebrook  it  passes  through  the  village 
of  Longford,  and  here  it  is  that  the  water  for  the  Long- 
ford River  is  diverted.  The  channel  from  Longford  to 
the  Palace  is  eleven  miles  long,  and  the  river  hows 
through  the  villages  of  Stan  well.  West  and  East  Bed- 
font,  Feltham,  Hanworth,  and  Hampton.  It  then  enters 
Bushy  Park  and  supplies  the  ponds  and  water-courses  in 
that  park,  and  also  in  the  Home  Park  and  the  Palace 
Gardens,  and  hnally  discharges  into  the  River  Thames  at 
various  points  in  the  District ; the  lowest  being  in  the 
grounds  of  a house  named  Chesheld  on  the  boundary 
between  Hampton  Wick  and  Teddington.  There  are  two 
su])})lieR  to  the  Palace.  Gne  supply  is  taken  from  the 
Longford  River  at  a point  somewhere  between  Hanworth 
and  Hampton,  and  was  hltered  at  a pumping  station 
there.  This  was  the  drinking  water  supply.  It  was  led 
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to  the  Palace  in  pipes,  and  not  only  snj)plied  the  Palace 
hut  also  several  houses  in  the  vicinity,  some  of  which  are 
in  the  district  of  Hampton  Wick  at  a nominal  yearly 
rent.  Since  October,  1910,  this  water  is  no  longer 
filtered,  and  the  owners  of  property  supplied  by  this  water 
have  been  notified  the  fact.  The  reason  for  this  is  that, 
although  the  water  was  found  after  examination  to  be  fit 
for  drinking  purposes,  it  was  felt  that  contamination  was 
possible.  The  Palace  Authorities  have  full  control  over 
the  Longford  River  which,  as  previously  mentioned,  is 
eleven  miles  in  length,  but  they  have  no  control  over  the 
River  Colne  which,  if  contaminated,  might  influence  this 
water  supply. 

The  other  supply  is  taken  straight  from  a pond 
situated  in  the  pheasantry  in  Bushy  Park,  and  I have 
found  that  it  supplies  water  for  washing  purposes  to  some 
stables,  and  also  to  the  basement  of  a certain  house.  It 
is  not  intended  to  be  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

One  sample  of  well  water  was  analysed  and  was  found 
to  be  free  from  contamination.  Eight  notifications  were 
received  from  the  Engineer’s  Office  of  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board  of  cessation  of  water  supply  to  houses.  The 
houses  were  kept  under  observation  and  no  nuisance  was 
caused. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  present  arrangement  your  Council  has  with  the 
Kingston  Corporation  tor  the  disposal  of  sewage  comes 
to  an  end  shortly.  A new  agreement  with  the  Corpora- 
tion was  concluded  during  the  year,  and  the  sewage  will 
be  dealt  with  at  Kingston  as  before. 

No  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  j^ear  in  the 
sewerage  and  surface  water  systems  with  the  exception 
of  a few  breakdowns  in  connection  with  the  ejectors 
which  were  quickly  remedied.  A new  air-main  from 
Kingston  is  being  constructed.  This  contains  the  com- 
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pressed  air  wliicli  is  used  to  force  sewage  to  higher  levels 
and  over  tlie  Railway  Bridge  to  Kingston.  The  com- 
pressed air  for  this  purpose  is  at  the  present  time  supplied 
by  your  Council’s  own  gas  engines.  These  will  in  future 
still  be  kept  in  working  order  as  a reserve  in  case  of  a 
breakdown  at  Kingston. 

T know  of  two  houses  in  the  village  which  drain  into 
a cesspit.  They  are  situated  in  a depression  and  cannot 
easily  be  connected  up  with  the  main  drainage. 

There  is  one  privy  and  one  closet  without  a flush  in 
the  village.  I ho])e  they  will  soon  be  done  away  with.  In 
April  a defect  was  found  in  the  drainage  of  a house 
situated  in  the  Park  Poad.  On  examination  it  was  found 
that  the  sewage  from  the  house  was  led  into  a cesspit,  and 
that  there  was  an  overflow  from  the  cesspit  leading  into 
the  main  sewer.  The  cesspit  was  filled  in  and  the  house 
was  connected  up  with  the  main  sewerage  system. 

PUBLIC  LAYATOEIES  AND  UEINALS. 

There  are  tAvo  urinals  and  one  W.C.  at  Hampton 
Court  aA’ailable  for  the  General  Public.  Both  are  on 
licensed  premises.  One  of  the  urinals  Avas  found  to  be 
foul.  This  has  since  been  remedied.  There  are  also  tAvo 
urinals  available  for  the  General  Public  situated  on 
licensed  premises  in  Hampton  Wick. 

The  W.C.’s  and  Lavatories  at  the  Eaihvay  Station 
were  also  inspected  and  Avere  found  to  be  in  good  order. 


EOADS. 

I'here  are  three  roads  in  the  District  carrying 
through  traffic.  Tavo  of  these,  the  Tapper  Teddington 
Road  and  the  High  Street,  considered  as  one  road,  and 
the  Hampton  Court  Road  are  paid  for  by  the  County. 
Park  Road  and  Sandy  Lane,  Avhich  carry  most  of  the 
traffic  coming  oA^er  Kingston  Bridge  and  going  toAvards 
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north-west  Middlesex,  is  not  subsidised.  These  and  the 
side  roads,  Avith  the  exception  of  Park  Eoad,  are  all  in 
good  condition. 

HOUSE  PEEUSE  COLLECTIOX  AXD  DISPOSAL. 

The  house  and  dust  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  a 
contractor  appointed  by  your  Council,  and  it  is  disposed 
of  by  reinoA’al  to  some  land  near  the  allotments  some  dis- 
tance from  any  dAvelling-honse.  During  the  year  several 
brick  dust-bins  have  been  done  aAvay  Avith  and  sanitary 
ash-bins  substituted. 

DAIRIES,  COAVSHEDS  AXD  MILKSHOPS. 

There  is  one  coAv-keeper  in  the  District  Avho  usually 
keeps  a dozen  coavs.  These  arc  periodically  examined  by 
a Veterinary  Surgeon,  avIio  reports  on  the  condition  of  the 
cows  to  your  Council.  The  reports  sent  in  during  the 
year  have  been  satisfactory.  I have  also  inspected  the 
COAVS  and  coAvsheds,  and  liaA^e  found  them  to  be  kept  in  a 
cleanly  condition.  The  above-mentioned  coAv-keeper  has 
a dairy,  and  his  supply  of  milk  is  at  times  supplemented 
Avith  milk  from  the  Salisbury  Dairy  Company.  There  is 
another  dairy  in  the  District  and  a milkshop.  These 
latter  obtain  their  milk  from  the  Salisbury  Dairy  Com- 
pany. The  milkshops  and  the  places  for  AA*ashing  milk 
cans  and  other  utensils  were  frequently  inspected,  and 
Avere  ahvays  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  is  one  in  the  District.  It  is  kept  in  a cleanly 
condition,  and  there  is  proper  accommodation  for  beasts 
and  a sufficient  supply  of  Avater.  The  floor  of  the 
slaughter-house  has  been  repaired  during  the  year.  The 
slaughter-house  is  not  visited  at  times  of  slaughtering, 
and  there  is  no  inspector  Avith  a special  certificate  in  meat 
inspection.  Xo  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  AA'ere  found 
to  be  tuberculous. 
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OFFEXSIVE  TRADES. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  no  offensive  trades 
carried  on  in  the  District.  A letter  was  received  from 
the  Local  Government  Board  in  October  to  the  effect  that 
an  offensive  trade,  not  referred  to  by  name  in  Section  112 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  which  would,  under 
that  Act,  have  required  the  consent  of  the  Council  for  its 
establishment  may,  now  that  Section  51  of  the  Act  of  1907 
is  in  force,  be  established  without  such  consent,  unless  it 
is  specifically  declared  to  be  an  offensive  trade  by  an 
Order  confirmed  by  the  Board  under  Sub-Section  (1)  of 
the  Section. 

Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875  refers 
to  the  following  offensive  trades:  —

Bone  Boiler. 

Fell  Monger. 

Soap  Boiler.

Any  other  noxious  or  offensive  trade,  business,  or 
manufacture. 

And  goes  on  to  say  that  no  person  can  establish  any  of 
these  trades  without  the  consent  of  the  District  Council 
in  writing. 

Section  51  of  the  Public  Health  x\.cts  Amendment 
Act,  1907,  substitutes  “ Any  other  trade,  business,  or 
manufacture  which  the  Local  Authoi  ity  declare  bj'  Order 
confirmed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  and  published 
in  such  manner  as  the  Board  direct,  to  be  an  offensive 
trade  ” for  “ any  noxious  or  offensive  trade,  business,  or 
manufacture.” 
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Your  Council  therefore  decided  to  make  an  Order 
declaring  each  of  the  following  trades,  namely,  the  trades 
of —

carried  on  within  the  District  to  be  an  offensive  trade. 

This  Order  will  be  made  and  submitted  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  confirmation  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

There  is  a fried  fish  shop  in  the  District.  It  was 
inspected  on  several  occasions,  and  was  always  found  to 
be  in  a cleanly  condition.  There  is  not  much  smell  from 
it  now.

No  food  of  this  description  was  dealt  with  during  the 
year.

In  company  with  your  Inspector  I visited  the  Work- 
shops and  Work-places,  and  found  them  to  be  in  a satis- 
f actor}"  condition.  Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
(Amendment)  Act  is  in  force  in  this  District,  and  the 
standards  of  “ sufficiency  and  suitability  ” of  sanitary 
accommodation  are  those  laid  down  in  the  Order  of  the 
Secretar}"  of  State  made  in  pursuance  of  Section  9 of  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  in  respect  to  those  Factories 
and  Workshops  started  in  this  District  subsequent  to  the 
year  1909.  These  standards  are  also  carried  out,  as  far 
as  practicable,  with  regard  to  Factories  and  Workshops 
in  existence  prior  to  1909. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  two  in  the  District.  The  special  sanitary 
regulations  were  complied  with.  Both  of  them  are  clean 
and  well  ventilated. 
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LAUNDRIES. 

There  were  two  Workshop  Laundries  in  the  District, 
one  of  which  no  longer  exists.  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  the  other  one  are  satisfactory.  There  are  about 
half  a dozen  domestic  laundries  in  the  District.  They 
are  mostly  situated  in  the  Park  Road.  They  were  all 
inspected  and  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condi- 
tion. 


HOME  WORK. 

Two  lists  were  received  from  the  different  authorities, 
both  referring  to  one  Out-worker  who  resides  in  this  Dis- 
trict. His  premises  were  periodically  inspected,  and 
were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

OUT-WORKERS. 

A notice  was  received  from  an  employer  whose  work- 
shop was  situated  in  the  District  containing  the  name  of 
one  Out-worker.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
District  in  which  the  Out-worker  resided  was  communi- 
cated with,  and  I requested  him  to  let  me  know  should 
any  case  of  infectious  disease  occur  at  that  address.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDHEN. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Middlesex  County 
Council.  There  is  a School  Medical  Officer  who  is  at  the 
same  time  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  he  has 
three  assistants.  A report  showing  the  detailed  results 
of  this  work  is  issued  by  him  each  year.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  no  special  provision  for  the  treatment  of 
those  children  found  on  examination  to  require  medical 
treatment.  This  question  will  no  doubt  engage  the  atten- 
tion of  the  authorities  in  the  near  future.  There  are  two 
Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  village.  The  English 
Endowed  School  (Boys’)  was  opened  in  1844.  This 
school,  under  the  scheme  of  the  Charity  Commissioners 
of  1882,  is  controlled  by  a body  of  seven  governors  ; three 
elected  by  the  Yicar  and  Churchwardens  of  Hampton 
Wick,  one  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council,  and  three 
by  the  Hampton  Wick  THban  District  Council.  The 
Girls’  and  Infants’  vSchool  was  built  in  the  year  1837 
and  was  opened  as  a voluntary  school.  In  the  year  1884 
a School  Board  was  formed.  Under  the  Education  Act 
of  1902  these  schools  have  been  since  1903  under  the  con- 
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trol  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Education  Com- 
mittee. The  schools  were  inspected  during  the  year  and 
the  sanitarj^  arrangements  w’^ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  is  also  a school  in  the  Palace  grounds  at 
Hampton  Court  for  Infants  and  young  Children. 

LEGISLATION. 

During  the  year  two  Orders  have  been  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

(1)  “ The  * Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910,”  issued  on  August  15th,  1910. 

(2)  ‘‘  The  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Order, 
1910,”  issued  on  December  13th,  1910. 

The  first  of  these  Orders  has  been  commented  on 
under  the  heading  “ Diphtheria.” 

The  second  Order  deals  with  the*  appointment, 
tenure  of  office,  salary  and  duties  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health,  and  of  Inspectors  of  Nuisances.  The  additional 
duties  imposed  on  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  have 
been  dealt  with  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

The  additional  duties  imposed  on  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  are:  — 

(a)  To  remove  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  to 
disinfect  premises. 

(b)  To  act  as  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats. 

(c)  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Council  on  the 
work  performed  by  him  during  the  year. 

One  set  of  regulations  has  been  issued  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  : — 

“ The  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations, 
1910,”  issued  on  September  2nd,  1910. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  these  regulations  in  the 
article  on  ‘^Housing.” 
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NEW  OFFICE  ROOM  FOR  THE  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

Ill  the  early  part  of  the  year  I made  an  application 
to  your  Council  to  provide  office  accommodation  for  the 
Health  Department.  The  application  was  f^ranted,  and 
the  Enquiry  Room  was  furnished  and  allotted  to  the 
department. 

In  conclusion  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  your  Council  for  the  careful  way  in 
which  they  have  considered  the  various  suggestions  I 
have  put  forward  during  the  year,  and  also  to  your 
Officers  for  the  very  efficient  services  they  have  rendered 
to  me  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties.
